Highway Department. Miller 
reported that no new gasoline 
taxes have been added since 
1955, and it has caused prob- 
lems in the Highway Depart- 
ment. At the present time, 
according to the study, over 
18,000 miles of roads need 
resurfacing in Alabama, and 
1447 bridges need immediate 
repairs. The bill for this 
maintenance work would be 
$60 million annually. 

‘I'm not real excited about 
what is proposed,’’ admitted 
Miller, ‘‘and } am not com- 
mitted to vote for the 4 cents 
tax. I don’t think we need to 
put a 4 cents tax on the backs 
of the people unless it can help 
them with added services."’ 

Senator Miller showed the 


Monday's meeting began at 
10:00 a.m., and the first order 
of business was to open bids 
on equipment for the County 
Highway Department. The 
first bids were on two 2-ton 
trucks with dump bodies. The 
only bid received was from 
Dowling Truck & Tractor in the 
amount of $12,344 each. The 
bid was accepted. 


A total of three bids were 
received for a 15-foot rotary 
mower. They were: Elba 
Tractor Co. - $6,100; Ander- 
son Tractor Co. - $4,775, and 
Rose Hill Tractor Co. - 
$4,933.20. The Commission 
decided not to go with the low 
bid, and voted to buy the 
mower from the Rose Hill 
Tractor Company.

Be Aware 
Of Alcohol - 
Seek Help 


“Good afternoon. South 
Central Alabama Regional 
Alcoholism Council. May I 
help you?”’ 

“Hello,” a woman says 
hesitantly. ‘I, uh, I don’t 
know if I’ve called the right 
place. It's my husband. Uh, 
I don’t know exactly how to say 
this. He has a drinking 
problem. He's always drank a 


lot. It just seems that lately, 
he can’t control it. When he is 
drinking we, me and the 


children, don’t know what's 
going to happen next.”’ 

She starts sobbing and the 
information and referral 
Specialist attempts to assure 
the woman that she is not 
alone. ‘‘Many families have 
gone through the same 
experience,’’ says the specia- 
list. ‘I’m glad you called, We 
will be glad to help in any way 
we can.”’ 

According to Martin Wyatt 
Council Director, calls like this 
one come into the Council 
office every day. ‘Families 
suffer as much as the person 
with the illness. And most of 
them don’t know where to 
turn for help,’ he said. 

“Several agencies in our 
community provide counseling 
services to families of alcoho- 
lics. We referred this woman 
to Al-Anon, an organization of 
of family members and friends 
of alcoholics. We try to let 
people seeking information 
know all about all resources in 
the community that are 
available to help them with 
their problem. And all 
inquiries and referrals are 
strictly confidential.”’ 

The Council maintains a list 
of treatment facilities in our 
area, throughout Alabama and 
surrounding states. ‘‘We en- 
courage the family to make 
every effort to get the alcoholic 
into treatment. We try to 
determine which center would 
be the best for the client and 
advise the family."’ 

The Council receives about 
100 calls per month requesting 
information about treatment for 
alcoholics and their families. 
Sometimesa person with a 
problem will call and ask for 
help. ‘‘In these cases, we try 
to place the person in treat- 
ment immediately.’’ 

Often someone will call 
needing statistics or general 
information about the illness. 
The Council maintains a 
literature rack with information 
about alcoholism and treatment 
agencies and programs for 
distribution to groups and 
individuals. 

“Our purpose is to provide 
a central information center for 
this 4 county area for anyone 
seeking information about 
alcoholism and treatment pro- 
grams. We hope that more 
people will call and use our 
services when they have an

HISTORY OF DORCAS BAPTI Hi 


Albert L. Strozior 


Dorcas Missionary Baptist Church is located on a paved 
county road about one mile West of Highway 125, the 
Elba-Brundidge Road in the extreme Northern part of Coffee 
County. The church was constituted on August 3, 1924. 


It might be said that the church began in the minds and 
hearts of Mr. and Mrs. M. L. Tillman. ¢ Tillmans had lived 
in the community for about twenty years. They were members 
of the St. Johns Church in Pike County which was some distance 
away. They longed and prayed for a Baptist church in their own 
community, and believed that it was the Lord’s will that such a 
church be started. The community was known as Chestnut Grove 
ecause originally there was a grove of such trees nearby. Both 
the local school, and the Methodist Church carried that name. 


The Tillmans’ visited theix neighbors at night and as other 
opportunities were available. They expressed their desire for a 
church and sought to enlist other Baptists living in the area in 
such a project. Finally enough interest was generated and the 
church was organized on August 3, of the year 1924. 


Rev. Noble Y. Beall who was pastor of the County Line 
Church of Coffee County, served as Moderator of the council, 
assisted by Judge J. A. Carnley, with M. L. Tillman serving as 
clerk. The charter members were Mr. and Mrs. Archie Butts, 
Mr. and Mrs. Reuben Durden, Mrs. Beckie Grantham, Miss 
Maggie Parker, Miss Mittie Revels, Mrs. Marthenia Dyess, Mrs. 
D. C. Clower, and Mr. and Mrs. M. L. Tillman. Mfrs. Tillman 
suggested the name Dorcas which was adopted by the new 
church, 


The first services were held in the Chestnut Grove school 
building on one Sunday a month. Rev. A. W. Boswell of 
Enterprise was the first pastor called by the church. 


Soon after the organization of the church, a revival meeting 
was held which more than doubled the membership when the 
church received sixteen new members. 


Mr. and Mrs. G. C. Rogers gave one-half acre of land for a 
building site. This lot was directly across the road from the 
present building. About five hundred dollars was raised toward 
the cost of erecting a church building, and another five hundred 
dollars was borrowed. The M. L. Tillmans’ donated a large 
amount of timber toward the erection of the building. This timber 
was sawed into lumber by Mr. D. C. Clower at a reduced price, 
as a contribution on the building. The men of the church cut and 
hauled the logs. 


Mr. Melvin Chapman of Jack, Alabama was engaged to direct 
the construction. He was assisted by Mr. Wesley Clower, Others 
contributed labor as time permitted and the building was soon 
completed. 


A loan of $90.00 was secured to purchase a piano. This loan 
was partly repaid from the proceeds of two acres of peanuts that 
were planted as a church project. We are not given the price 
paid for the peanuts, but the hay sold for $4:00 per ton. By 1929 
the debts on the church building were paid off and it was free of 
debt. 


Pastors following A. W. Boswell were J. E. Franks, C. F. 
Corbitt, S. L. Lee, J. E. Plant, Dr. A. M. Glover of Dale County. 
Max Haggard, H.W.Beasley, and W. G. DeShazo. A number of 
these were students or graduates of the Baptist Collegiate 
Institute at Newton, Alabama, a school that trained many Baptist 
leaders of Southeast Alabama. 


Around December 1940 the home of Mr. and Mrs. H. A. 
Tillman burned, and destroyed some of the church records which 
were kept by Mrs. Tillman, the church clerk at the time. So we 
do not have a complete list of all church officers. Included 
among those who have served as church clerk are Mr. M. L. 
Tillman, E. M. Phillips, Mrs. H. A. Tillman, Howell Griswold, J. 
R. Killingsworth, Mrs. Eunice Killingsworth, Willie Merly 
Oglesby, Dalton Stewart, Mrs. Verma L. Lott, Miss Maxine 
Hussey, Mrs. Calvin Stinson, Miss Linda Brown, Martha Hussey, 
Mrs. Etta Mae Griswold, Dalton Stewart, Mrs. Mildred Wilkins, 
and Mrs. Alice (Cliff) Ohlenburger, the present clerk. 


A partial list of these who have served as deacons are M. L. 
Tillman, Atlas Stone, Amos Chancey, Byrd Phillips, H. A. 
Tillman, Edd Kendricks, Macon Killingsworth, Howell Griswold, 
Douglas Lott, Harper Tillman, Lavon Sawyer and Lamar Stewart. 


Present deacons are J. R. Killingsworth, Jack Spivey, Harper 
Tillman, Lamar Stewart, H.A. Tillman, and Lavon Sawyer. 


Huie Ziglar was called as pastor in September of 1942 and 
served for about seven years until October 1949. He was called 
again on September 23, 1956 and served until September 1958. 
According to available records Ziglar served longer than any 
other pastor. 


Other pastors following Ziglar's first term were John F. 
Lindsey, who served the first part of 1950, and resigned in late 
summer to enter the New Orleans Baptist Seminary. He was 
followed by George Howard Jones, who was called September 24, 
1950 and served for about one year. He had previously been a 
member of Dorcas, and was licensed to preach by the church on 
September 7, 1947, and had served other churches. Under 
McCullough’s leadership the church went to half-time preaching. 


J. L. Hogan of Dozier, Alabama became pastor in the fall of 
1952 and served for about two years. He was followed by E. T. 
Horton on October 10, 1954. Horton served for about one year. 
Loyce D. Lackey was the next pastor, but served only a short 
time and resigned because of illness. Burney Reese of 
Enterprise served for a time as interim-pastor, and was followed 
by Huie Ziglar for his second term. 


While Ziglar was pastor, on January 6, 1957, the church voted 
to have preaching services on three Sundays a month, as he was 
available for such services. After serving to August 17, 1958, 
Ziglar resigned, and was followed by S. A. Thompson for about 
three months. Kenneth Fain was the next pastor, and the church 
yoted to go to full-time preaching on August 23, 1959. Fain 
served for about eighteen months and resigned. 


Herbert Y. Unger was called as pastor on October 30, 1960. 
He was a student at the Baptist Bible Institute at Graceville, 
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meeting of the Coffee County Association. The church has 
entertained the Association on several other occasions, 
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Tillman, and a a The Director of

Jim Lockwood of Chicago, Illinois, was called on October 10, 
1965. He came from a Roman Catholic background. After his 
conversion he became a student at BBI at Graceville, Florida, He 
was ordained at Dorcas on November 7, 1965. 


Randall Killingsworth was licensed to preach by Dorcas 
Church in 1965. In 1966 another young man, Ben Strength, 
dedicated himself to the ministry. Kenneth Compton was also 
licensed on May 4, 1973. A later pastor, Fred McCoy, was 
ordained at Dorcas on April 9, 1970. The council was composed 
of Dr. Lewis Curtis, Sam Jones of New Hope, Marion H. Cates of 
Florida, and others. 


Lockwood resigned at the end of February, 1967, to move to 
the Central Church of Lanett, Alabama. He was followed by Fred 
McCoy, who served until June 30, 1968. 


The building at Dorcas has been remodeled and enlarged 
several times. A spire was added in 1968. The building was 
brick-veneered several years ago. Mr. Fred Griswold, Sr., of 
Enterprise, and a native of the Dorcas Community, paid most of 
the cost of the brick work, a very substantial gift to the church. 
In 1966, Mr. Thomas Smith made a donation of $700 toward the 
cost of new pews. Mrs. Mary Vaughn, a daughter of the M. L. 
Tillmans, presented new pulpit furniture and other items to the 
church, She recently passed away in Dothan. 


In recent years a heating and air conditioning system has 
been installed, and a new brick church sign erected. Solid 
mahogany doors for the sanctuary were donated by Mr. and Mrs. 
Harper Tillman. In 1962 two acres of land was donated by Mrs. 
Catherine Tillman as a lot for the pastorium. A house was 
bought and remodeled to serve as a home for pastors. The 
Tillman family and other friends donated an organ to the church 
in memory of Mr. and Mrs. M. L. Tillman. 


Among those who have served as Sunday School superin- 
tendents at Dorcas are: M. L. Tillman, Cleve Phillips, N. G. 
Tillman, J. C. Daughtery, M. B. Killingsworth, Foster Ziglar, 
Dock McCullough, Louie Wilkins, Atlas Stone, Lamar Stewart, 
Layon Sawyer, Howell Griswold, Dalton Stewart, Randall 
Killingsworth, Billy Jack Ziglar, Eddie Tillman, Jimmy Vaughn, 
H. A. Tillman, James Siclari, Kenneth Compton, H. V. Clark, 
Edd Kendrick, Charlie Renfroe, Braswell Smith, Judson Vaughn, 
I. D. Gardener, Jack Spivey, and possibly others. Some of the 
above have served more than once.

Church treasurers include H. A. Tillman, Howell Griswold, J. 
R. Killingsworth, Lavon Sawyer and possibly others. 


More recent pastors have been Wade Atwell, James Abbott, 
who served at two different times, Jack Hollis and John Masters. 


The present pastor is George W. Smitherman, a native of 
Anniston, Alabama. He attended school there, and at 
Alexandria,Alabama. Later he attended Gadsden State Junior 
College, and recently graduated from the Baptist Bible Institute 
with Bachelor of Ministry degree. He came to Dorcas in April of 
1977. He was ordained by the Lakeview Church of Oxford, 
Alabama. Mrs. Smitherman is the former Diane Crosson of 
Oxford. They have two daughters - Yvonne, age nine; and 
Kimberly, who is about five. Mrs. Smitherman drives a school 
bus to New Hope and Zion Chapel schools and is a substitute 
teacher.

What Consumers Should Know 


Sodium erythorbate is not 
another name for earthworms. 
Candy Pop Rocks do not cause 
the stomach to blow up. 
Spider eggs are not found in a 
certain brand of bubble gum. 

Those may all sound a bit 
fantastic, but they are the type 
of rumors that we at the Food 
and Drug Administration--and 
food--manufacturers--haye to 
deal with every day. The idea 
of earthworms crawling about 
under the alias of sodium 


3 oS iy 
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erythorbate rumor was 
apparently an extension of the 
tumor circulating the country 
last year that earthworms were 
used in the hamburger of some 
fast food chains. The rumor 
was prevalent enough in the 
Southeast United States, for 
McDonald's to launch a4 
counter publicity campaign. 
The Pop Rocks rumor 
exploded onto the scene in 
early 1979 shortly after the 
manufacturer, General Foods 
Corporation, extended sale of 
candy to the Northeastern 
United States and Florida. The 
rumors were confined mainly 


to the Northeast, and had 
variation that included a 
young TV commercial 


personality by the name of 
Mikie dying because he ate 
some Pop Rocks and then 
washed them down with soda 

. The combination, accord- 

to the corridor talk at a 
number of elementary schools, 
did Mikie in because his 
stomach exploded. Mikie was 
an apt subect for such a rumor 
because in a TV commercial 
he was used by his older 
brother to test a breakfast food 
product. 


The rumors set the phones 


tinging at voth FDA and 
General Foods. FDA 


responded that it had invest- 
gated 50 reports of illness or 
injury associated with Pop 
Rocks and its sister product 
Cosmic Candy and had not 
been able to confirm that the 
candy caused illness or injury 
under normal conditions of 
use. 

FDA also explained that 
both products were made of 


Sugar, lactose, corn syrup, 
artificial flavors and colors,, 
and were processed with 


carbon dioxide to provide a 
crackling sensation in the 
mouth. 

General Foods responded 
to the rumors by running 
full-page newspaper ads in 45 
leading newspapers in the 
Northeastern United States. 
The firm did telephone surveys 
to find out just how widespread 
the rumors were. The new- 
paper ads were in the form of 
a letter from the inventor of 
Pop Rocks, Bill Mitchell, to 
parents, trying to assure them 
of the safety of the product. 


The rumor about spider 
eggs in Bubble Yum has been 
laid at rest since its 1977 
circulation. But, according to 
the WALL STREET JOURNAL, 
sale of the product is still 
depressed in the New York 
City area, hotbed of the rumor.

Americans Are 
To Insects 


One out of every five 
Americans has some allergy to 
the venom of hymenoptera- 
bees, wasps, hornets and 
yellow jackets and this venom 
kills more people each year 
than rattlesnake bites. For 
most, an insect sting can be 
painful and annoying but for 
others it can be fatal. A 
severely anaphylactic shock 
which may lead to death if the 
victim remains untreated, 
Symptoms of anaphylactic 
shock include itching or burn- 
ing skin, hives, swelling of the 
face and tongue, tightening of 
the chest, difficulty in 
breathing, a weak pulse, dizzi- 
ness, and possibly convulsions. 

The most effective way to 
combat the effects of hymen- 
optera venom is to avoid the 
insect sting altogether. Before 
working in the yard, check for 
nests in bushes and shrubs. 
Always wear shoes, not san- 
dals, while outdoors. Avoid 
wearing heavy perfumes and 
lotions as well as _ brightly- 
colored clothing sinced this 
tend to attract the insect. If the 
insect does approach, stay 
calm and don’t move suddenly. 
If you are stung, apply ice

The average person has 


probably suffered from bleed- 
ing of the those at some time 
in his lifetime A _ nosebleed 
is not an unusual oecurence 
when it is caused by a blow 
upon the nae. A_ nosebiced 
of this type is usually very 
minor in nature although it 
may appear that a _ large 
amount of blood is lost 

The proper first aid treat- 
ment requires that the person 
it errect and that cold com- 
presses be applied to the nuse 
This can be accomplished by 
application of a cloth which 
has been dipped in cold wa- 
ter. or by wrapping cubes of 
ice in the cloth and applying 
to the nose. This will very 
likely stop the nosebleed 


However, if bleeding persists. 
a physician should be con- 
sulted. 

A doctor should also be 
consulted when there are 
small discharges of blood 
from the nose for no apparant 
reason. This could be caused 
by a condition of a serious 
nature, such as cancer or high 
blood pressure.

GRAYING - A WASHABILITY 
PROBLEM 


With summer days ahead, 
you may find yourself 
constantly bleaching all-white 
clothes in an effort to remove 
the gray look. There are 
several reasons for ‘‘graying”’ 
in white clothes. Using 
inadequate amounts of 
detergent in hard water or with 
heavily soiled clothes can be 
the culprit. Using soap in hard 
water can cause graying. 
When soap is used in hard 
water, it combines with 
minerals to form ‘‘lime’’ curd 
which .can build up on clothes 
leaving them. gray and dingy. 
When the water temperature is 
too low, granular detergent 
may not. dissolve. This will 
leave a residue and clothes 
may not come completely 
clean. Improper soaking of 
heavily soiled clothes can cause 
For heavily soiled 
nt and soak- 
ing time should be increased. 
Using a  grtanular  non- 
phosphate detergent in hard 
water may cause build-up of 
gray residue on clothes and in 
the washer. (In addition, 
colored ciothes may loose or 
change color. Graying is a 
common wash-day problem in 
the summer. It doesn’t have 
to be!

Conservation 
News

HOME SITE SELECTION 

Recent rains have again 
caused many homeowners 
problems with drainage water. 
Many of these problems could 
have been avoided if the 
proper steps had been taken 
before building the home. The 
natural course of drainage 
water is greatly affected by the 
amount of construction and 
disturbance of the soil by 
blacktop, concrete or the like. 
Proper drainage ways to carry 
off this excess water to a safe 
disposal area should be 
included in the plans for the 
construction of the house or 
commercial building. 

Because building a house 
today is a large investment, 
prospective buyers should pro- 
tect their initial investment by 
following certain steps. First, 
he should insist that the con- 
tractor survey the entire lot for 
a proper and safe water 
disposal system. Although this 
is probably most important for 
low-lying level areas, lots 
located on the uplands should 
also be surveyed for proper 
drainage ways to _ insure 
against run-off water eroding 
the soil away from building 
foundations. Second, he 
should consult with local repre- 
sentatives of the Soil 
Conservation Service to see if 
there are any unsuspected soil 
hazards that could cause 
problems. Soil survey maps 
show areas that are flood 
prone, have seasonal high 
water tables and those that are 
subject to erosion and 
foundation slippage. Unless 
the buyer has a chance to see 
the lot during a rainy period, 
many drainage problems go by 
unsuspected until it is too late. 

The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice has several pamphlets 
published especially for home- 
buyers, builders and 
developers to help make them 
aware of potential problems. 
These pamphlets, entitled 
“Soil Surveys Can Help You"’ 
are available upon request at 
your local SCS office. Some 
property owners call the SCS 
for assistance with site infor- 
mation selection and drainage 
evaluations before building a 
house or commercial 
enterprise. Some owners wait 
until the problem becomes 
severe, then call us. The best 
money spent on building a 
house is to be sure that your 
building site is sa

DECISION MAKING 

A friend sent me a leaflet 
entitled ‘‘How to Make Effec- 
tive Decisions More Easily’’. 
He pointed out many obstacles 
keep us from deciding matters 
in our best interest. The 
timing may be bad or we 
may not distinguish among 
different kinds of decisions. 
He makes three important 
points in making decisions. 
These can be used in farming 
or homemaking or in business. 

Three of these important 
points are: (1) Get the facts. 
The more facts you have the 
easier it is to reach a decision. 
(2) Set a reasonable deadline 
for decisions. This is 
especially important if you tend 
to postpone making decisions. 
Fast is not always better than 
slow, but a deadline can force 
you to come to grips with the 
facts. Some people practice 
making believe that they have 
already decided on a course of 
action and try to imagine how 
the choice feels. The third is 
(3) don’t decide minor matters 
the same way you decide major 
ones. Most of us do just that, 
and it is important not to get 
locked into a routine pattern of 
decision-making. 


FARM EQUIPMENT 

IDENTIFICATION 
Sheriff Bryce Paul told me 
Friday about two or three cases 
of livestock being stolen in the 
county. In one instance, 18 
hogs were stolen and another 
case six were stolen. Be extra 
careful if you have a loading 
pen, a corrall, or feeding area 
close to the road. 
Sheriff Paul's office in 
Enterprise and Elba has the 


equipment and the records 
necessary to permanently 
identify tractors and other 


farm equipment. If you would 
like to have some of your 
equipment permanently iden- 
tified, contact the Sheriff's 
Office. 

Of course, even if you 
brand your cattle and identify 
your machinery and put locks 
and chains on gates you will 
not stop all the stealing -- but 
you will discourage a lot of it. 
Dan presley in our office has 
complete information on cattle 
brands. 


LEAFSPOT 

Unless a miracle happens 
we are going to have a lot of 
leafspot disease on peanuts in 
the next ten days. Why? The 
recent rains and wet spells 
plus the temperature has been 
ideal in many cases for leafspot 
to begin in peanuts. 

Ordinarily we recommend 
that spraying begin when 
peanuts are six inches across 
in any direction -- or when the 
first leafspot appears. I would 
not wait for my peanuts to get 
six inches across as much rain 
as we have been having. If 
your peanuts have been up a 
few weeks I would put the first 
application on as soon as I 
could get in the field. If you 
have questiors; about this or 
weed control for your peanuts, 
call us.
